From $5 to $6 May 1 


After April 30 THe Brioop-HorseE sub- 
scription rate will be $6 a year instead of 
$5. In Canada, the new rate will be $7, 
and in other countries $8. The single-copy 
price will be 20 cents. 

We don’t like the idea of increasing the 
subscription rate, the first increase of this 
kind since THe Bioop-Horse became a 
weekly publication May 11, 1929. The 
rate was set at $5 on that date and has re- 
mained the same for 18 years. 

While we believe the magazine has 
shown some improvement in those 18 
years, that is beside the point. We would 
keep the old rate if the cost of paper and 
other material had not increased to the 
point where it has crowded us against the 
wall. 

Soon after the size of THE BLoop-Horse 
was changed the first of this year, a sub- 
scriber wrote: “It is a great improvement, 
I like it very much, but I am afraid this 
will mean an increase in price.” If others 
have had the same thought, we want to 
say that the change in size is not the cause 
of the rate change—primarily it is the 
increase in the cost per pound of paper, 
and this would have hit us regardless of 
the size of the magazine. Since 1944 the 
per-pound cost of the paper we use has 
increased 65 per cent. Last week we 
were notified of another increase. That 
decided the question. We couldn’t hold 
out any longer.

In an effort to make the best possible 
use of costly paper for the benefit of the 
subscriber, this Memo To Readers column 
will be discontinued after this week. In- 
augurated for the purpose of giving read- 
ers information concerning BLoop-HorsE 
publications, and the magazine’s plans.

HE Third House of the Maine Legislature voted today 

to refer the Wash Tubbs Bill to the Committee on Pro- 

paganda and Public Enlightenment. It was a narrow squeak; 
the rollcall showed 786 for and 717 against. 

The vote was preceded by a long and sometimes warm 
debate, so warm, indeed, that at one point Ideologist Elmer 
Pac rose to plead for moderation. ‘“‘Men,” he said, “‘let 
us not allow our emotions to render our judgment inactive 
in this crucial matter. We must restrain our personal pref- 
erences, lest they sway us too far. We must remember the 
kiddies who will come after us. . 

“As for me,” he continued, “though I count that day 
lost in which I have not read Smiling Jack, and though 
I abominate the doctrines of Little Orphan Annie, still will 
I defend with my political life—nay, with life itself—the 
rights of those who stand on Annie’s side.” 

With the commitment, a fundamental issue comes now to 
its climax. As soon as a decision can be reached as to which 
subcommittee will take the bill, hearings will begin. The 
stormy days ahead will determine how Maine will go, and, 
as the Hon. Elmer Aaa has said, as Maine goes, so goes the 
nation, and as the nation goes, so goes Nantucket. 

Early in the twentieth century the comic strip gained 
popularity in American newspapers. It was at first in- 
tended for the consumption of children, who read the deeds 
of Happy Hooligan and the Messrs. Hans and Fritz Katzen- 
jammer with a relish frequently remarked upon by their 
parents and maiden aunts. 

From reading the comics to their younger and less literate 
offspring, the parents came gradually to have, in their own 
right, an absorbing interest in the funnies, and it was not 
long before great artists rose to meet the demand for adult 
comics. George McManus was typical of this transition 
period; he led off with Snookums, but his main text was a 
sociological disquisition titled Maggie and Jiggs. 

By the late 1920’s it was discovered that this new type 
of literature had a new type of immortality. While the 
creators died, the characters lived on. ‘“There’ll always be 
a Mutt and Jeff,” sang Elmer Berlin. Occasionally one 
would be missed temporarily, such as Slim Jim, or, from the 
more mature creations, Count Screwloose from Tooloose, 
but they had a way, like so many Enoch Ardens, of re- 


turning. 

At first comics were born by spontaneous generation, as 
poxes were before Spallanzani, but after a time they began 
propagating by a sort of journalistic mitosis, or cell division. 
For example, Major Hoople split into Hoople and Puffle, ° 
Terry into Terry and Steve Canyon. (Mickey Mouse rep- 
resented a multiple division, producing Donald Duck, Pluto 
the Pup, Elmer Elephant, Charles Chinchilla, Aloysius 
Aard-Vaark, etc.) The roots of the current legislative war 
go back to one of these mitotic bifurcations, that of Wash 
Tubbs and Captain Easy, which came about in April, 1978. 

By that time it had become plain that newspapers would 
have to cease publishing news, since not enough paper could 
be produced ‘to account for news and comics too. It was 
not, however, until some time later that it became equally 
plain that not all the comics could be published. 

The crucial nature of this development was first pointed 
out and documented by Elmer Schiz in his monumental 
Der Witzblatt. ‘Theme of this work was that in demo- 
cratic capitalism, scarcity of necessary goods and services is 
necessary: if capital fails to achieve scarcity, labor must take 
over this function. As a corollary, a surplus of unecessary 
goods and services is inescapable. Since, under this system, 
the cartoonist had taken over the power formerly held by 
the laborers and the holders of wealth, Schiz formulated the 
following tripartite law: (1) There are too many funny- 
papers for all to survive. (2) Some, therefore, must perish. 
(3) The survivors will shape the destiny of man. 

Der Witzblatt became the most influential work of the lat- 
ter half of the twentieth century. Its first great advocate in 
television was Elmer Spca, who declared, in March of 1992, 
“T care not who writes a nation’s laws if I may draw its 
funnies.” 

The Wash Tubbs Bill, as it is called, was introduced by 
Ideologist Elmer Nra. Its major provision gives the state 
the power to declare, in cases of emergency, that enough is 
enough. 

It is hoped that hearings can be finished in time for the 
Legislature to get around to the consideration of Ideologist 
Elmer Opa’s bill to condemn 93.4 acres of property in Au- 
gusta, including the courthouse and the Elmer Cpa Con- 
solidated High School, for the construction of a new race 
track in the 22-per-cent take-out zone,

Racing Comes Back to Jamaica; 
Betting Moves Toward ‘Normal’ 


New 

The weather turned rainy on the night 
before Jamaica opened, and it went stead- 
ily about its business until about 4:30 on 
the afternoon of the inaugural card. But 
amazingly enough, there were 36,000 good 
horseplayers and true who paddled out to 
Jamaica, steaming in the Long Island 
trains and the local busses, and appar- 
ently they went home damp but happy. 

It was a rather startling turnout, on a 
very miserable day, and it wasn’t as if 
there had been a really outstanding card 
to draw them. The Paumonok is a good 
race of course, with a good field, but after 
all it’s only a sprint, and there was no 
such magnet as Armed or Assault or Sty- 
mie would have been. 

But it has to be admitted that though 
all the players were valiant, they’re run- 
ning out of gas. The per capita betting 
last year, with 56,000 bright-faced bettors 
on the grounds, was $61 on opening day. 
On Saturday. April 5, 1947, the per capita 
was a bit over $59. This may seem close. 
but actually it isn’t. Normally, when you 
cut 20.000 out of a 56.000 crowd, the per 
capita betting goes way up. This is partly 
because you separate the ribbon clerks 
from the bettors. and partly because in a 
chokingly big crowd a lot of potential bet- 
tors give up after a race or two because of 
the physical effort involved in bucking the 
pari-mutuel lines. 

Everyone expects a drop on the local 
front. over and above the one insured by 
the city tax. Late in 1945 there was a 
man who sold out his stable because, he 
said. the war was over. and the black mar- 
ket was through, and how was he going to 
feed horses without a black market? It 
turned out he was a little precipitate. but 
his reasoning was generally sound other- 
wise. The silly money is about spent, it 
appears. and affairs at Bowie, for instance, 
suggest that even when there is no change 
in the tax there is going to be a general 
drop this year. 

This tourist is not one of those who felt 
that racing was growing too big, and 
there is even a faint regret for the mutuel 
pools of yesteryear. But there is still no 
reason to feel much alarm—the drop seems 
to mean only a return to normal, and as 
I recall it normal racing was good enough. 


Matters in the Mud 


The Paumonok saw Polynesian’s return 
to action, under 130 pounds, and the Un- 
breakable horse comported himself well 
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enough. He was off a little slowly. and 
he turned on a burst around the turn that 
took him up to Fighting Frank after the 
latter had drawn well clear of the others. 

In the upper stretch it seemed that Poly- 
nesian might do it, and he was still gain- 
ing by inches at the end. But Fighting 
Frank. with five-pound pull the 
weights. just stuck it out. This was the 
second year in succession that the Pau- 
monok winner was by Fighting Fox. which 
won it himself in 1940. 

I couldn’t see that the others had much 
excuse. Rippey burned himself out in 
three furlongs, which is a little surprising 
when you remember how he fought Spy 
Song for the full mile of the Derby Trial 
last year. Buzfuz swung well out and was 
in good position for the drive, but he sim- 
ply could not close ground on the leaders. 
The others were all getting enough weight 
to make up for any difficulties they had in 
the running. 


Bastogne, which had keen speed in the 
fourth race, had nothing in the stretch. 
With the preparation I know he has had I 
cannot imagine him being short, so the 
tendency here is to leave Bastogne tem- 
porarily out of 3-year-old calculations. 
Maybe he should have one more chance 
on a dry track. Brabancon. which sur- 
prised me with his second in the Flamingo 
Stakes, surprised Saturday’s customers the 
same way. He was a well played favorite. 


but E. P. Taylor’s Cornish Knight had no 
real trouble holding him. 

Since Cornish Knight did not bulk very 
large in the picture last year, and is more. 
over a son of the sprinting Tintagel. I did 
not think that anything in this race par- 
ticularly covered himself with anything but 
mud, as far as chances of going on are 
concerned. 


Apology 


Jamaica was just about what it has been 
before. None of the stables have fallen 
down over the winter, and the roofs of 
some of them have even been patched. The 
track is in a really impregnable position 
now. lt can’t rebuild, because there are 
sanctions. or something, against using 
building materials for anything but hous- 
ing. It won't repair, because the story is 
it wants to rebuild as soon as possible and 
money spent on repairs now would be vir- 
tually thrown away. 

However, I will have to admit that I 
went too far on this theme recently. I had 
suggested in print that Jamaica had sat on 
its hands and had done nothing to im- 
prove its condition. 

On Friday morning, just before the en- 
tries came out, I wandered into the ad- 
ministration building to add what I could 
to the confusion. An official jumped up 
immediately and seized me by the arm. 
~“There’s something I want to show you.” 
he said. He led me back to what I may 
call the men’s lounge in the building, and 
proudly waved his hand at three spanking 
new fixtures. “Now,” he said triumphantly, 
“let's see you say Jamaica hasn't made 
any improvements!” 

It is no more than just to admit an er- 
ror. even though honestly made, and con- 
trition is hereby expressed. Jamaica has 
made some improvements. Quite pretty, 
too.

The rain and the floods, and now their 
aftermath, continue to figure among the 
most important topics here. I traveled 
north to Liverpool by train and looked 
out on miles and miles of flooded land. I 
did not see one single tractor, nor even 
a team of horses, in the fields. Everything 
is sodden and in most parts the farmers 
will not be able to get on their land for 
at least another ten days. I did not see 
one blade of wheat. Much of it has been 
washed away. The tidy ploughed fields 
that one sees at this time of year are 
merely a mess. Even when the farmers 
try to plough they will only turn over 
great clods of wet earth. How they are 
to drill it I do not know. 

Flat racing was to have begun at Lin- 
coln on Monday, March 24. Because of 
the floods, the first day’s racing was post- 
poned until Tuesday, and Tuesday’s pro- 
gram canceled. The Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap was, however, held Wednesday, 
on the appointed day. Everybody then 
had to get across to Liverpool, where the 
racing was to begin on Thursday. There 
were no special trains and the surrounding 
country was flooded, so that everybody had 
to motor, zig-zag fashion, across country. 
amatter of anything up to 120 miles. Some 
encountered huge snowdrifts on the sides 
of the roads; others found fog. None, in- 
cidentally, had found the 100 to 1 winner. 
It was not a very promising start. 


Very Heavy Going 


The Aintree, Liverpool, meeting lasted 
three days and ended on Saturday. Rac-

ing, as usual. was conducted under both 
sets of rules, the main difference from 
normal being that the Grand National 
was decided on Saturday instead of Fri- 
day, this at the wish of the Government. 
It was not decided until the morning of 
the big race whether it would or would 
not be necessary to cut out two of the 
fences where the going was particularly 
bad. In the end the race was run over 
the full course, namely four miles and 
about 256 yards. This is the return: 
Grand National Steeplechase, for 6-year-olds 
and upward. Value to winner, $39.728. Second, 
$4,864. Third, $2,432. Fourth, $1,216. Run at 
Aintree, Liverpool, over four miles and about 


856 yards, March 30, 1947. 82 entries, of which

The race was run in slow time, but the 
going was the heaviest I have ever known. 
This heavy going would account, in a great 
degree, for the failures of the more highly 
weighted horses, like the favorite, Prince 
Regent. Details of the running will not 
interest American readers, although I may 
mention that the grey Refugio, the prop- 


erty of Mrs. Frank Adams, and ridden by 
her son, did very well to get around. He 
made no mistakes that I saw, his only 
trouble being that he was far too slow, just 
a plodder. 

Caughoo must be one of the smallest 
horses ever to win a National. He cannot 
measure much more than 15 hands, al- 
though he is sturdily built. He was bred 
in 1939 and is by Within The Law (by 
Son-in-Law) out of Silverdale, by the 
sprinter, Vencedor (by Orby) out of Sil- 
vertown, by Silvern. The fifth dam is the 
celebrated Black Cherry. It is reasonably 
good breeding. as will be realized, and it 
is of interest that the winner is Thorough- 
bred. He was bought as a 2-year-old at 
the Ballsbridge Sales, Dublin, for 50 
guineas and was broken and trained by 
the owner’s brother, who is a veterinary 
surgeon. They won a couple of hurdle 
races with him and two Ulster Grand Na- 
tionals—a rather high-sounding title for 
these somewhat moderate events.

The Paumonok 


Blooms at Jamaica 


Racing patrons in the New York area 
rarely bother to look for the first robin: 
They glance at the sporting pages of their 
newspaper, and when they see the entries 
listed for the Paumonok Handicap, they 
know it’s spring. 

A drenching rain held the crowd of 
April 5 down to appreciably smaller pro- 
portions than of last year’s Jamaica open- 
ing, but 36,144 persons unfurled their 
umbrellas in honor of the occasion and 
watched Mrs. Louise Donovan’s Fighting 
Frank out-duel Polynesian in the stretch 
to win the six-furlong event by a head. 

The track was ankle deep, the pace was 
driving. Rippey showed in front briefly, 
but Fighting Frank, ridden by Paul Glide- 
well, put him away on the back side and 
came into the stretch leading Polynesian 
by a length. Eddie Arcaro worked hard 
with the son of Unbreakable, which was 
making his first start since winning the 
Riggs Handicap at Pimlico last November, 
and just missed. 

King Dorsett. off slowly, held to the in- 
side and beat Buzfuz for third. The $15,- 
500 won by Fighting Frank in the race 
raised his total winnings to $106,100. 


Reiurn of Darby Dieppe 


Bowie’s contribution to the eastern rac- 
ing program of April 5 was the Bowie 
Handicap at one mile, 70 yards. Winner 
over a moderate field was the Shamrock 
Stable’s Darby Dieppe, the Blue Grass 
Stakes winner of 1945 which was making 
his second start after a year in retirement. 
Darby Dieppe won by two lengths in 
1:4625. more than three seconds slower 
than the track record. Prefect took sec- 
ond by a nose over the pacemaking 
Gorget. 


Another Stakes, Another Record 


Gulfstream Park’s feature of April 5 
was the 1,';-mile Fort Lauderdale Handi- 
cap, a new race. Eternal Reward, which 
had won three stakes during the Florida 
season, added another, set his second track 
record of the Gulfstream meeting. He 
was slow to leave the gate but had no dif- 
ficulty catching the field; he led by a 
length at the head of the stretch, by 244 
lengths at the finish. Frere Jacques got up 
to beat Kingarvie a neck for third. 

The Augustus and Nahm colt ran the 
distance in 1:4325, a fifth faster than the 
former record. Earlier he had set a record 
of 1:4985 for the mile and a furlong. At 
122 pounds he gave his three Fort Lauder- 
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dale rivals weight in actual pounds and by 
the scale. 


Hollywood and Rowe Memorial 


Midweek attractions at Gulfstream Park 
and Bowie on April 2 were the Hollywood 
Handicap, at the Florida track, and the 
Rowe Memorial, in Maryland. In the 
Hollywood, Christopher T. Chenery’s 
home-bred Hornbeam took the top almost 
at once, finished the seven furlongs two 
lengths ahead of Eternal Reward, which 
was to win the Fort Lauderdale Handicap 
later in the week. Conforming to what 
has almost become a custom at Gulfstream 
Park, Hornbeam set a new track record 
of 1:2285. In January he had set a record 
of 1:0925 for six furlongs at Tropical 
Park. West Fleet, one of the stout horses of 
the New England circuit last fall, was 
third in the Hollywood. 

Over a sloppy track, G. G. Gilbert, Jr.’s 
Scholarship took a head lead at the break 
in the Rowe Memorial, inched it to three 
parts of a length over Ariel Song at the 
wire. Air Patrol had forced the pace, but 
went wide on the turn and was beaten a 
nose for second.

$100,000 from the Hancock yearling con- 
signment to the Keeneland Summer Sales 
of 1944; the other was the Maine Chance 
Farm’s Beaugay. Remaining $100,000- 
winners bred by Mr. Hancock are Johns- 
town, Whirlabout, Slide Rule, Gallant Sir, 
and Stir Up. Fighting Step, winner of 
$157,715, also is by Fighting Fox. 

The Donovan colt was bought for $9,200 
by Trainer H. H. (Pete) Battle, acting 
for his present owner. In his first start, 
he won the Bashford Manor Stakes at 
Churchill Downs, later at two placed in 
the Prairie State Stakes and the Washing- 
ton Park Futurity. Last year he beat 
Armed in the Quick Step Handicap and 
also won the Great Western Handicap, 
placed in three other stakes. This year he

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The 72 Kentucky Derby Winners 


From the beginning the Kentucky 
Derby, like its historic prototype at Epsom, 
was a breeders’ race. It has remained so 
to a greater extent than anyone had reason 
to expect, considering the great changes 
that have taken place. 

The surest indication of this is the fact 
that the winner is almost invariably trans- 
ferred to the stud, not merely when his 
usefulness for racing purposes is over, but 
often before then, while the number that 


have made successful sires is, all things 
taken into consideration, remarkable. In 
that respect the race holds up well with 
the Epsom Derby, whose winner has from 
time immemorial been surrounded by an 
aura all his own. 

The number that have failed of great- 
ness or even of success at the stud is by 
no means small, both in England and 
America, but taking everything into con- 
sideration, we have no reason to shun com-

parison, especially when it is remembered 
that the prestige of the British classic is 
so much older and so much wider than 
that of the American. 

The cult of the Derby winner was an old 
one in England—and throughout the 
world—long before Aristides won the in- 
augural event at Churchill Downs, and 
the shrewd and thoroughly organized pro- 
paganda behind it has never faltered. On 
the other hand, in the United States it was

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long a purely—so it may be said—natural 
growth, with nothing in the way of the 
almost scientific promotion that held sway 
in Britain. 

Moreover, the prestige of the British 
Derby winner has been much enlarged 
and extended by its spread through for- 
eign lands. America alone has brought 
over no fewer than 21 of them. France, 
Italy, Germany, and the Antipodes, as well 
as South America, have joined in, as have 
Austria-Hungary and even remote Russia. 

Enormous prices have figured in these 
transactions, beginning with the $150,000 
paid for *Ormonde by W. O°B. MacDon- 
ough as far back as 1893. In the United 
States we have paid $225,000 for *Blen- 
heim 2nd, $160.00 for *Bahram, $125,000 
for *Rock Sand, and $84,000 for *Mah- 
moud, while *St. Blaise was re-sold here 
for $100,000 after his original importation. 
France paid $189,000 for Flying Fox, 
while the half-brothers Ard Patrick and 
Galtee More were each sold for $110,000, 
one going to Germany and the other to 
Russia. Diamond Jubilee went to the 
Argentine for $151,200. Many other in- 
stances could be cited of other sales for 
lesser but not inconsiderable amounts. 

The commercial shrewdness of the Brit- 
ish in its Derby winner build-up has thus 
been richly rewarded. On the other hand, 
the British killed any opportunity for 


America in that direction by the adoption 
of the Jersey Act in 1913, which came 
shortly before the Kentucky Derby ex- 
panded from a more-or-less local event to 
one of nation-wide importance with its 
value, hitherto but a fraction of that of 
the Epsom “blue ribband,” increased to a 
point far greater than the English classic. 
This had the effect of penning up our 
Derby winners within the confines of this 
country, and it barred them from proving 
the value of their blood in foreign lands. 


Their Success at Stud 


Nevertheless, the Kentucky Derby win- 
ners, considering their much smaller num- 
ber—72 up to 1947 as against 166 for Ep- 
som—and the repeated breeding and rac- 
ing depressions that they have had to bat- 
tle against, (quite a considerable number 
of them may be said to have had no stud 
careers whatever) have made a good show- 
ing as sires. 

The first one to score a decided success 
was Fonso (1880). Thereafter Hindoo, 
Leonatus, Riley, Halma, Ben Brush, Plau- 
dit, *Omar Khayyam, Morvich, Flying 
Ebony, Bubbling Over, Reigh Count, Gal- 
lant Fox, Brokers Tip, Bold Venture, War 
Admiral, Lawrin, and Johnstown have 
given us a galaxy of champions and stakes 
winners, which in the most recent seasons 


have been climaxed by War Admiral’s 
heading the list of sires for 1945 when he 
made himself the first stallion whose get 
earned $500,000 or more in a single season, 
with a total of $591,352. His offspring 
were headed by his daughter Busher, the 
world’s largest money-winning mare 
($334,035) while in 1946 Bold Venture. 
the Derby winner just preceding War Ad- 
miral, was represented by Assault, whose 
3-year-old winnings of $424,195 far exceed 
those of any British Thoroughbred for an 
entire career. That record in England 
has been held by Isinglass ever since 1894, 
when he set it at $290,275. No recent 
British racer has approached it nearer 
than the $243,370 of Coronach, which 
dates at 1926. 

Everything considered, therefore, our 
American breeders have no reason to apol- 
ogize for the stud records of Kentucky 
Derby winners. Few of those which were 
given reasonably adequate opportunity as 
sires have failed to do well—and it is to 
be added that unlike the British classic, 
the Kentucky Derby has always been open 
to geldings and has been won by seven of 
them, including such celebrated perform- 
ers as Vagrant, Old Rosebud, Extermin- 
ator, Paul Jones, and Clyde Van Dusen. 

The accompanying table—so far as we 
are aware it is the first of its kind ever 
compiled—is presented as giving, within

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its necessary limitations, a synopsis of the 
breeding of the 72 Kentucky Derby win- 
ners from the inaugural, won by Aristides 
in 1875, down to the renewal of 1946 won 
by Assault. 

The intention behind the table is to illus- 
trate the basic combinations of bloodlines 
that have produced these 72 different 
Thoroughbreds in the simplest and most 
direct manner, so that they may be grasped 
correctly and at a glance. Necessarily 
the form adopted is that of an outline only. 
as to fill it in with the subsidiary data 
would necessitate an extensive and compli- 
cated body of statistics intelligible only 
after intensive study on the part of the 
reader. 

It has been said by a celebrated statis- 
tician that “statistics are only the skele- 
tons of facts.” and that to clothe them 
with flesh and blood requires a knowledge 
of the conditions that have produced them. 
This applies very forcefully to modern 
Turf and breeding statistics, which are the 
expression of end-results, having beneath 
and behind them not merely generations 
but centuries of antecedent causes. 

The plan of the table is simple. It gives 
the chronological roll of the Kentucky 
Derby winners, together with the major 
facts of their ancestries: First the male 
line from which each one has come, then 
his or her sire, then the dam’s sire and 
then the grandam’s sire. In this way the

primary blood elements that have pro- 
duced each individual and the manner in 
which they were combined are presented 
in such a manner as to simplify them, leav- 
ing no possibility of misunderstanding or 
confusion.

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material. Such modes of disposing of bio- 
logical and genetic problems are not only 
superficial but they also are grotesque 
in their inability to perceive that surfaces 
could not exist were it not for what under- 
lies them—and that the underlying ele- 
ments are of primary importance. 


Why one patch of ground is fertile and 
another is sterile is something that can 
be found out only by digging down and 
analyzing what is uncovered. The same 
thing is true of the groundwork of a 
ce pedigree. It always has been true and it 
always will be. And so the writer would 
say to the reader: If truly interested after 
you have studied this compilation, dig 
down, and dig deeply if you would fully 
comprehend. 


i There are still a few of the “conscript 
fathers” among turfmen who attended the 
first Kentucky Derby. There is still quite 
a considerable body of them, especially 
in the Blue Grass, who will recognize the 
breeding patterns which are exposed by. 
say, the pedigrees of the first 20 winners 
(1875-1894) as those which prevailed in 
the Kentucky of their youth but that are 
now little but museum pieces to the breed- 
ers of today. 

It must be remembered that all through 
this early period the race was really a 
Kentucky Derby and not, as it is today, an 
event which, though still decided upon 
Kentucky soil, long since has passed into 
another incarnation. 


This change has been brought about 
very largely by the great structural at- 
traction that has occurred in Kentucky 
breeding. Up to about thirty years or so 
ago, the breeding was done by Kentuck- 
ians and it reflected their methods, be- 
liefs, and systems. Today this is a thing 
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of the past. The absentee landlord— 
usually from the North and East, and 
particularly from New York—began mov- 
ing in and taking possession, and _ his 
steady infiltration has brought about a 
wholly different condition. The majority 
of the largest stud farms in the Blue 
Grass now are owned by this class of 
breeders, who as a part of the process, 


have taken over the control of breeding, it 
might be said completely. They dictate 
the fashions in bloodlines, sires and dams: 
they own and operate the most powerful 
racing stables; monopolize the most skill- 
ful trainers and successful jockeys, and 
in various other ways—especially in the 
payment of sensational prices for all 
classes of animals, from yearlings up— 
mold things to their will and fancy. 

This is well illustrated by the more re- 
cent winners of the “Run for the Roses.” 
If we go back to 1915, when Regret, the 
only filly which ever won the event, bore 
off the blossoms, we will find that twenty-

odd out of 32 winners fall in this classif- 
cation. In addition, at least half a dozen 
others were owned in far distant states 
and cities. Two were bred and owned by 
a gentleman who classifies as a Kentuck- 
ian, he having a few years ago taken resi- 
dence there, but he came from a distant 
locality and his breeding and racing oper- 
ations are supported by far-flung industrial 
interests in which Kentucky cuts no figure, 


American—Then Foreign 


This great change is reflected by the 
breeding of the winners “then and now.” 
If one looks through the upper section of 
the list, he discovers that of the first 35 
winners, no fewer than 30 were sired by 
American-bred sires and only five by im- 
ported ones. Whereas the lower, or mod- 
ern, section tells a far different tale. Be. 
ginning with 1910, over a period of 37 re- 
newals no fewer than 16 Derbys have 
been taken by the get of imported sires, 
and two others by imported colts. These 
are *Omar Khayyam and Pensive. 

Pensive is technically American-bred, 
but the mating that produced him was 
made in England and he was imported 
in utero. For many years such animals 
were entered in the American Stud Book 
as imported, as was right and proper. 

But later on, when first the Bruce Lowe 
Figure System and then the Jersey Act 
began to exercise a great influence in this 
country, an effort was made by the influ- 
ential believers in those entities to merge 
the American breeding scheme into a 
mere adjunct of the British as far as pos- 
sible. 

In conformance with this crusade, ani- 
mals imported in utero, the produce of 
foreign matings, were registered as native- 
bred; while still further to reduce the 
difference between American-bred and im- 
ported animals, the latter were reclassi- 
fied, and all imported mares, previously 
recorded separately (a most useful and 
valuable method). were merged in_ the 
general body of American-bred ones and 
marked with the now-familiar asterisk. 
Only imported stallions were registered 
by themselves, as before. There are sev- 
eral instances of animals in the table 
which, like Pensive, were imported in 
utero, and they also are designated as im- 
ported. 

Many pages of THe BLoop-Horse could 
be devoted to interesting comments and 
analysis of the 72 different Kentucky 
Derby winners, but space allows a few 
only, along the most conspicuous lines. 

Three different stallions have _ sired 
three winners each, these being Virgil, 
Falsetto and *Sir Gallahad 3rd. Eight 
others have sired two each. These are 
King Alfonso. Longfellow, Broomstick, 
*McGee, The Finn, Black Toney, *St. Ger- 
mans, and Man o’ War. The leading sire 
of dams is Lexington, with four. King

Though national radio chains did not 
carry broadcasts of the Santa Anita Hand- 
icap, a description of the race was picked 
up in San Francisco by shortwave radio 
receivers, reported the Chronicle of that 
city.

Smith, a war-time merchant marine 
radio operator, said he had been hired 
by a man whose name he did not know, 
and was paid $70 for working three days 
each week. His job was to flash the name 
of the horse leading at the far turn, and 
the name of the winner.

ITALY, by Franco Varola 
Zambra Is Winner 


Of Top Filly Race 


Nine fillies started in the Premio Regina 
Elena in Rome on March 23, and it might 
have appeared, from this number, that our 
first classic fixture of the year was serv- 
ing well the purpose of selecting good 
female stock. Actually, the representa- 
tives of the weaker sex were only the 
fillies which are available for the moment, 
with northern fillies from Federico Tesio’s 
and other top stables practically absent 
from the race, so that the result of this 
classic should not be taken as an absolute 
indication for the Oaks, to be run at San 
Siro the first week of May. 

Another consideration is that we are 
not disposing of top fillies but only of 
goed performers, a few of which are like- 
ly to improve sufficiently to enter the stud 
with a good reputation. If there is to be 
this year one or more fillies worthy last 
years top racer, Piavola, the fact is yet 
to be seen. 

The three fillies best classified in the 
Optional—Tesio’s Gordigiana (Niccolo 
dell’ Arca—Giulia Romana, by Solario— 
Gerrard’s Cross, by *Teddy), and Nella 
Plautilla (Bellini—Nina Pisana, by Cra- 
nach—Neroccia), and Scuderia Aterno’s 
Pietra Fiorita (Pizzo di Sevo—Cerfennia) 
—didn’t race, the first and the second be- 
cause they were not on hand, and we 
shall only see them, if all goes well, in the 
Oaks; the third, because she was not en- 
tered in the race. Favorite in the betting 
was fourth Optional filly, Zambra, a chest- 
nut by Zuccarello—Katherine Roet, and a 
stablemate to last week’s Premio Alfonso 
Doria winner, Zaratustra. Zambra had 
not started in Rome, and had had no seri- 
ous training for two or three weeks before 
the race; it was therefore difficult to sub- 
stantiate her position on paper, had it not 
been for the victory of Zaratustra, whom 
Zambra had beaten in their last training 
gallop. 

The race turned out as a success for 
Zambra, in fact, though some of the others 
may have the right to an appeal, having 
had incidents of some relevance. Mr. 
Zanoletti’s filly won with a 34-length mar- 
gin over Celere, with similar intervals be- 
tween Celere—Pardina, and Pardina— 
Senza Veli. These were the only contend- 
ing fillies in the race; the others never 
counted, except Jacopa Fiorentina, who 
led until coming in the stretch. 


But Zambra was at her side all the way, 
galloping with ease. The rest of the 
field came behind together, save for Par- 
dina, who had been frightened by the 
starting gate, and had refused to break 
until the field had gone fifty or sixty yards.

Roet, the most remarkable of the others 
being Karenina, Keren, and Kara, all valu- 
able racers even if a little temperamental. 
Zambra is also a sensitive individual; she 
doesn’t like to have other horses about her 
during the race, and must run in front, 
which she did, though at the side of Ja- 
copa Fiorentina. She was led out of the 
paddock, to the start, alone, by special 
permission of the stewards. In judging 
her performance, one must not forget this, 
and figure out how much better this filly 
would be if deprived of the negative side 
of her character. 

Physically, Zambra is a nice filly; a 
medium-sized chestnut, pretty light, in 
truth, with good legs, three of which are 
white-socked (her sire’s mark), and a 
marked air of distinction about herself. 
She might like longer distances, and as a 
matter of fact there is nothing to suggest 
that she wouldn’t be as much good at 11% 
miles as she has been at a mile. 


Personally, I am fond of Pardina, not 
only because she has shown a great deal 
of quality and courage, but also because 
I believed her able to do that, since the 
first time I saw her race.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


The Return East: 
Jamaica and Bowie 


Racing returned to the East last week, 
and opening days at the two tracks in that 
section—Bowie at Bowie, Md., on April 
1, and Jamaica at Jamaica, Long Island, 
\. Y.. on April 5—found attendance well 
below that of their opening days last year. 

At Jamaica. an umbrella-clutching 
throng of 36.144 braved a drenching rain 
which flooded the track and caused the 
management to use two pumps to aid in 
clearing the course of water. 

The opening crowd was some 19,000 less 
than that which viewed the 1946 opener, 
but betting held up well. Last year’s pari- 
mutuel handle for the opening was $3.- 
412.885, a per capita average of $61. This 
year’s crowd wagered $2.157.421, a per 
capita average of $59. 

Opening day at Bowie attracted 19,952 
spectators, well under the crowd which 
viewed the 1946 opener, and for the first 
five days attendance totaled 67,272 for a 
daily average of 13,545. Last year the 
average daily attendance for the meeting 
was 14,333. 

Total pari-mutuel handle at Bowie for 
the first five days was $3,924,680, daily 
average $784,936, as compared with the 
daily average of $944,971 in 1946. 

The opening five days at Bowie included 
one on which the pari-mutuel turnover ex- 
ceeded the million-dollar mark—18,386 
persons attending on the Saturday and 
wagering a record $1,007,915. 


Slackening at Gulfstream 


At Gulfstream Park, Hallandale, Fla.. 
the opening of the northern tracks and the 
ebbing of the tourist tide was reflected in 
attendance and pari-mutuel figures. 

From April 1 through April 5, daily 
average attendance was 9,023, as compared 
with a daily average of 13,068 for the first 
22 days of the 40-day meeting. Pari- 
mutuel handle for the April 1-April 5 
period averaged $578,303, compared with 
the average of $883,151 for the first 22 
days. But Gulfstream still was running 
well ahead of last year. 

For the 28 days of the current meeting, 
attendance has averaged 12,201 persons 
aday (compared with 10,699 during the 
1946 meeting), and pari-mutuel handle 
has averaged $817,826 daily (compared 
with last year’s $714,801). 

In California, the Tanforan race track 
produced its first million-dollar day of the 
meeting on March 29 when 17,069 per- 
sons watched the Saturday program and 
wagered $1,074,159. Best previous pari- 
mutuel handle of this year’s 41-day meet- 
ing was on March 22, when 18,601 per- 
sons wagered $998,896. 


Saturday, April 12, 1947 


After 12 days of the current meeting, 
total Tanforan attendance was 135,960 and 
total pari-mutuel handle was $8,852,455, 
for daily averages of 11,330 and $737,704. 

Through March 30, California-bred 
horses had won 55 per cent of the Tan- 
foran races.

The Illinois Racing Board has approved 
the running of the Lincoln Fields meeting 
at Hawthorne Park, Cicero, Ill, for the 
fifth consecutive year. 

The Lincoln Fields plant may be under 
new management before its 30-day season 
opens May 12. A Chicago syndicate, 
headed by Edward J. Fleming, is nego- 
tiating purchase of the track, which was 
built in 1926 at an estimated cost of $2.- 
000.000. The track, controlled by the 
American Turf Association, has been idle 
since 1943 when war travel difficulties 
caused the switch to Hawthorne.

When Ortello came out of Italy last fall 
to spend his remaining days in California, 
Italians speculated how many days re- 
mained for him.

Darby Dieppe. foaled February 22, 1942, 
at John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm, 
Galloway, Ohio, technically was bred by 
Mr. Galbreath, but the mating that pro- 
duced him was planned by Marshall Field. 
who also had bred his sire, *Foray 2nd, 
and his dam, *La Croma, and had im- 
ported them to this country. 

Mr. Galbreath acquired *La Croma at 
the Lexington Fall Sales of 1941, to which 
Mr. Field had consigned a few mares. The 
price was $1,000. At two Darby Dieppe 
raced for Mr. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Sta- 
ble, winning two races and $5,300 in 13 
starts. That fall he was sold to Mrs. W. G 
Lewis, of Evarts, Ky., for a reported 
$7.500. For her he won the Blue Grass 
Stakes, was third in the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. He was unraced at four, 
reportedly because of ankle trouble, had 
started only once this year prior to the 
Bowie Handicap. This was in the Rowe 
Memorial, in which he finished seventh. 
His present owner is Art Rooney (Sham- 
rock Stable), associated with professional 
football and hockey at Pittsburgh. 

*Foray 2nd, winner of six races at two 
in England, and head of the Free Handi- 
cap, was brought to the U. S. in the fall 
of 1938 to Ellerslie Stud, in Virginia, 
where he stood as the property of Mr. 
Field and A. B. Hancock. In 1941, shortly 
after he had covered *La Croma, he broke 
a pastern and was destroyed. Darby 
Dieppe is his only stakes winner. *La 
Croma was sold by Mr. Galbreath in De- 
cember, 1943, to John H. Bishop, Colum- 
bus, realtor.
